HOW THE TWO ISSU ES DIFFER. 


A Registered Bond Lott or Stolen la 
Still Absolutely Safe For Its Legiti­ 
mate Owner, While Losing a Coupon 
Bond Ie Like Losing Money. 


W hen an Investor buys a United 
Stoles Ik)U(1 he buys what I* called 
either a registered or a coupon secu* 
rity. The “ bloated” capitalist is usual­ 
ly pictured aa occupying much of bls 
time In “cutting coupons," a task the 
very notion of which intrigues the Im­ 
agination of the jKior chap who writes 
almut the doings of multimillionaires. 
And y e t—and though it be to destroy 
so well accepted a tradition 
the f a c t 
is that the “predatory plute” rarely 
clips a coupon. 
Ile prefers registered 
bonds for the commonplace reason that 
they are sufer. 
The government issues, let us say, a 
bond bearing coupons. 
It is forwarded 
to John Smith, the purchaser, who 
signs a receipt for it. Hut suppose that 
Smith mislays or loses the bond or su p ­ 
pose that it is stolen from him. it is 
Just as negotiable as a 
note and 
he is that much money "out." 
Hut if the bond Is registered the ease 
is quite different.

The thief or the finder 
cannot sell it or collect the Interest or.

To him alone can principal or 
Interest l*e paid linier' lo* transfers the 
bond to somebody else, in which lase 
the tran sfer Is recorded in the book. 
Hence, obviously, it is much safer for 
any one who subset!hi* to a govern­ 
ment loan to ask for reglstorisl bonds. 
He will then have a seimrat** account 
kept for him at the treasury, in which 
every payment made to him will he 
set down. 
If his bonds are mislaid or 
lost he need only notify the treasury in 
order to he sun* ti tat nobody else shall 
collect the money to which be is en­ 
titled. 
Tlie missing securities will hs 
replaced when he has fulfilled certain 
formalities.

Muffler explosions are ca u s­ 
ed by cutting out th** spark with the 
throttle open. 
This lets a fresh charge 
into tin* hot muffler an d results in sim i­ 
lar explosions. 
Both are preventable 
with proper huddling of the controls. 


Arc oil holes in th e piston an a d v a n ­ 
ta ge o r rn d is a d v a n ta g e ? 
As to th** drilling of oil holes in pis­ 
ton* authorities disagree. 
For high 
.peed work there is undoubtedly some 
c h antage in Including them in the pis­ 
ton design since rimy furnish addition­ 
al lubrication to tim outer piston face 
ami the cylinder wall. 
Every prevail 
ti*ut m ust be taken to guard against 
piston seizure, which is m ade more 
possible through the eontlnmsl high 
petal and consequent heating to which 
tin* piston and cylinder are subjected In 
I ho ric ing ear. 
Tho argum ent might 
lie advanced that th e use of such oil 
holes w hen placed in the upper part of 
lim piston affords a m eans of es<*aiK» 
for the gases and hence the l**ss of 
compression. Experienced drivers seem 
to favor the us*1 of oil holes, however. 


W h y is it th a t w h e n an automobile 
a p p e a rs to ba ru nning perfectly and th# 
driver stops the cai— aay, for five m i n ­ 
utes— th e n st arts to c ra n k th e motor 
again, th* flywheel will m a k e a dozen

hill, and m eanw hile other im portant 
legislation can be sandwiched In and 
passed. 
Of course it is simply a question of 
how much talk senators indulge in d u r­ 
ing the consideration of the bills th a t 
remain to be passed which ure neces­ 
sary to < arry on the war. 
If they talk 
long tim e the bills will be delayed, 
but there Is reason to believe that most 
of the long winded s h a k e r s are about 
talked out.” 
It Is Interesting to note th a t the talk 
of getting through iu Septem ber began 
when the hot spell came. 


Is T h e r e a Difference? 
Senators, representatives, prominent 
public m en aud men in th e arm y and 
navy have been asking each other 
w hether there is m uch difference be­

“ peace w ithout v <*tory“ and 
I>ea< e w ithout conquest.” 
The first 
phrase w as m ade fam ous by President 
Wilson in his address to the w arring 
nations of the world delivered In the 
senate last Jan u ary .

It w as no uncommon sight 
then to see a lot of young men in uni

drunk

streets. 
From th© tim e the United 
States bogan preparation for this war 
it Is doubtful whether a man in uni­ 
form bas been seen tinder the influence 
of liquor in the streets of W sshtugton. 
W hether it Is for good or not. there 
is no doubt that wonderful strides in 
curtailing th© us© of liquor have token 
plaice tine© the great war began.
